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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 1-5, 7-23, 26, 27, 29 & 30 are pending in the instant application, of which 
Claims 1, 5, 9, 10, 22 & 23 are currently amended. Claims 6, 24, 25 & 28 are 

canceled and no new claims are presented. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments, see Amendment — After Non-Final Rejection, filed 
02/21/2007, with respect to Claims 1, 5, 9, 10, 22 & 23 have been fully considered and 
are entered. The rejection of Claims 1-5, 26, 29 & 30 has been withdrawn. However, 
new rejections are herein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2, 18, 19 & 20 recite the limitation "Ri and R 2 are selected from 
hydrogen" in the definition of formula (I). However, formula (I) in Claim 1 does not allow 
for a hydrogen atom on Ri or R 2 . Further, in Claim 2, when n 1 is 1, R 3 is not limited to a 
heterocyclic radical, as it is in parent Claim 1. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
these limitations in the claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Heidenfelder et al. {US Patent 6,488,915 12/03/2002). Taught in the patent is UV- 
absorber-dispersion compositions comprising hydroxybenzophenones according to 
formula II, below, (see columns 2 or 20 of the '915 patent), wherein R 6 can be 
hydrogen, alkyl, or cycloalkyl; and R 4 & R 5 can by hydrogen, alkyl, cycloalkyl or taken 
together to form a ring.
